As you are aware, the 
Department can provide long-term-care support in two sellings: facilities with 
contract Ivds. such as the Camp Mill Veterans Memorial lluildiug in Halifax, that 
allow for the priority access ol Second \N orld \\ ar ami Korean War Veterans and 
institutions with community beds that are available to .ill provincial residents, 
including Veterans. In addition. Veterans may be eligible lor home care services 
under the Veterans Independence Program, which can help them to stay sell sufficient 
in their own residence lor as long as possible. 

When wo became aware of the challenges faced by Veterans in accessing health care, 
specifically in Nova Scotia, Veterans A flairs Canada worked very closely with 
members of Parliament and the Nova Scotia Health Authority to liiul a solution that 
ensures the welfare of our Veterans. 


I am pleased to tell you that on June 24, we announced a new agreement with 
the Nova Scotia I leallh Authority to expand access to long-term care at ( amp I till: 
Veterans who are eligible lor long-term-care support in a community bed will now 
have preferred access to av ailable beds at the facility. 
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Although this new arrangement is specific to ( amp I (ill. agreements ami extensions to 
other long-term care facilities across the country arc also under review, and we hope to 
replicate our success in Nova Scotia. 

Again, thank you lor writing. I always welcome your valuable insights on the priority 
issues lacing Veterans and their families, and I l**ok forward to our continued 
collaboration to ensure that they receive the care, compassion and respect they 
deserve.
